In bi» annual report for 1906 Dr. C. J. 
Whalen, Commissioner of Health for Chi­ 
cago, made this statement as a Tact too 
familiar to he controverted: 


“There are in the United States to d a y 
approximately eighty millions of people, of whom a mil 
lion or more will din each year. Q f J he, total num ber of 
deaths 25 per cent are unnecessary and could he pre 
vented." 
In a recent lecture before the New York Academy of 
Medicine Dr. C A L. Recd of Cincinnati expressed the 
lam e idea In another form when he declared that pre­ 
ventable diseases In the United States kill one person 
every two minutes of the year. 
At thia rate the 
o a 
would foot up 262,800 lives deliberately thrown away 
every twelve months. Let him who thinks this startling 
fact of no concern to himself remember time (lea h is 
singularly indiscriminating 
In Europe, where human beings are regarded as too 
valuable to be wasted, some remarkable reductions have 
been made in tho death rate. 
England and Wales bad, 
In 1903, a death rate of 15.4 per thousand, which was a 
decrease of 32.2 per cent. from that of the preceding 
decade. 
The Motherlands, with a rate of 15.0, showed 
a decrease of l l per cent; Denmark, 15 8, a decrease 
of 9 7 per cent; Holland, IT 2. a decrease of 6.5 per cent. 
Even Sweden, where sell preservation had already be 
come a religion, had been able to secure a de* rease re 
B d per cent, bringing her down to the re markably low 
figure of 15.1 per thousand.

railways, two bodies of longshoremen, one 
body of teamsters, one body of sailors and in two Industries that were not 
public utilities. 
In only two cases were strikes not averlexL or audad,— Tho 
six cases In which boards were not created w'ere settled promptly through 
the influence of the act. 
Some of these disputes involved large numbers of workmen, notably 
two cases of the Dominion Coal Company, with 3,000 men affected In one 
case and 7,000 men in another; and several railroad cases in some of which 
7,000 to 8,000 men were directly affected 
T h at Canadian workingmen have 
acquired confidence In the operation of the act Dr. Eliot concludes from the 
fact that they have been the appftcants for the creation of boards In forty- 
stx cases. 
Not the least beneficial result of the act, Dr. Eliot considers, is that 
“although perfect liberty to strike or lock out ultimately is reserved under 
the Canadian act, several 
m ust claps** from the time the dispute be­ 
gan before work can be stopped." 
Thus, “there is time for passion to cool, 
and for the costs of war to be counted by both parties. 
The Interests of 
the public may also get some sort of effective expression during this inter­ 
val; and wheu the report of the board is thoroughly published, In accord­ 
ance with the provisions of the act, public opinion, being well Informed, 
usually expresses Itself with clearness and force."

Aviator Gives Paris a Fine Exhibition 


W ith a W right Machine. 
Paris, Oct. 19.—Count de Lambert, 
the French aviator, has made a re­ 
markable and sensational flight in a 
W right biplane, 
le a v in g the Juvisy 
aviation field, he flew to Paris, circled 
about the Eiffel tower, at times reach­ 
ing a height of more than 1,000 feet 
above the city, and then returned to 
Juvisy. 
After L a m b e rt’s disappearance from 
Juvisy there was great uneasiness felt 
for his safety, as he had not warned 
anybody of his 
intention to fly to 
Paris.

Is led into condensers, from which It 
is ladled out into pigs. 


Exaggerated Ideas have been enter 
talned, according to the opinion of 
F A. Lucas, concerning the prodigious 
size of th# ancient mammoths, whose 
rem ains have been found In Alaska 
and Siberia. 
It Is a mistake, he says, 
to ascribe to them a greater size than 
that of the modern elephant.

store It for six months, for fear of 
| grave deterioration in quality, but he 
would buy thousands of tons of up­ 
river fine Para with a full knowledge 
I that It would grow better in storage " 
As to synthetic rubber. Mr 
Wright 
askp bow we can have that when we 
do not yet fully understand the chem* 
I leal composition of the components of 
natural rubber. 


TAXATION IN MEXICO. 


• tamp T a m nu Nearly livery! hi a* 
—-Kallroad* and Lotteries. 
The commonest form of Interior ta x ­ 
ation (in Mexico) Is that of the Btamp 
tax. 
This imposes no really 
severe 
burden on those whom It affects. 
The 
m ining Interests 
protest ^vigorously 
against it. claiming that the $2,000,- 
000 which they pay each year to the 
govenwneut is excessive and unjust. 
There are cases, it Is true, where the 
government has exacted from 
mine 
owners a very large part of their prof­ 
its, but in a general way the laws are 
looked upon as equitable and in the In­ 
terests of the foreign capital by which 
mines must be developed. 
All sorts 
of legal documents, contracts, leases, 
and even the receipt which the land 
lord gives to his tenant, c arry a stamp 
tax. 
Bank notes are taxed, m arriage 
settlements pay a tax of I pesos for 
every $1,000 on donations, except for 
charitable purposes. 
Inheritances are 
taxed I pesos per $1,000 for transfers 
to direct descendants; 
2 per cent to 
those from second to eighth remove, 
and 3 per cent to stranders. 
The rail­ 
roads pay 2 per cent on all gross re­ 
ceipts within the republic, while there 
is a government revenue from every 
passenger who rides on the tram ways 
in the cities or is Jolted over the rough 
roads of the Interior in a stagecoach. 
Lotteries have to give up 5 per cent 
on the value of their prizes. 
The a n ­ 
nual revenue of $465,000 which 
tho 
government received from the national 
lottery Is one of the most 
pitiable 
forms of levy on a credulous and -mor­ 
ally unstable people 
Pulque, the lot­ 
tery, and the bullfight are the curse of 
Mexico. 
They keep the natives poor. 
The effect of one is about as bad as 
that of the others.
